REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. This office 
action is in response to preliminary amendment filed on 07/07/2006, communication 
filed on 02/27/2008 and 05/30/2007. 

2. The prior art made of record in the attached form PTO-892 considered to be 
pertinent to the submitted application. 

3. Kiuchi et al. US # 6,737,828 disclose a washing machine motor drive device 
including: 

• A brushless motor; 

• An electric angle detector for detection of motor rotor position; 

• A revolution speed detector; 

• A current detector for detecting actual motor current; 

• A three phase to two phase d-q converter for resolving into a current 
components Id and Iq; 

• A two to three phase inverse converter for d-q conversion to operate PWM 
controller via voltage output signals to inverter circuit for coordinated 
current/speed; 

• The PWM compares the saw-tooth or triangular carrier signal with the control 
voltages in the inverter for applying a sinusoidal wave drive to the motor. 

However, none of the prior art teaches or suggests claimed limitations in combination 
with: 
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• An axial misalignment detecting unit that receives the d-axis current command 
and the q-axis current command output from the velocity control unit based on 
position detector signal output and outputs an axial misalignment angle 
estimation value.
